•Mr.  A.  further  remarked, — 

1.  On  the  objects  of  the  mission  to  the  oriental 
churches.  It  is  uoi  to  demolish  them,  nor  to  pro¬ 
mote  secession  from  them ;  nut  to  produce  directly 
external  chaugts,  hut  to  affect  the  hearts  of  ihe 
people,  and  breqihe  into  those  churches  the  breath 
■of  life.  Their  religion  is  all  external :  they  would 
on  no  account  fail  to  keep  a  fast  day  of  the  church, 
bttt  would  without  hesitation,  break  every  com¬ 
mand  ot  the  decaiogue.  You  will  perhaps  ask,— 
Why  not  demolish  so  corrupt  a  church  ?  Be¬ 
cause  it  is  yet  to  be  proved  if  it  may  not  yet  lie 
■revived.  It  is  radically  different  from  the  papa! 
church.  This. western  degenerate  church  treats 
ail  ont  of  its  own  communion  as  heretics-  the 
oriental  does  not.  The  western  forbids  tlte 
mon  people  lo.  read  the  Bible ;  the  eastern  c 
late  it,  and  encourage  all  to  read  it. 

2.  It  ir  a  subject  %e  submit  to  your  considera¬ 
tion,  whether  it. is  expedient  now  to  scud  mission¬ 
aries  directly  to  the  Mobamedans. 

3.  Consider  also  the  expediency  of  giving 
much  attention  u>  medical  practice  as  is  done 
•onto  nations. 

4.  It  is  necessary  to  study  rite  strictest  economy. 
A  limit  must  hereafter  lie  set  to  the  amount  allow- 
ed  to  each  station.  We  can  go  forward  no  faster 
in  the  work,  titan  the  churches  will  support 
by  their  contributions.

But  the  pastor 
oj  the  church,  who  was  assisted  occasionally  by 
tis  neighboring  brethren, &  lor  several  weeks  by  a 
rolher  from  abroad, began  at  length  to  sink 
lie  burden  of  effort  ;&  the  brethren  &  gistei 
simultaneously  relaxed  their  labors,  { probably 
through  exhaustion)  ami  the  work  gradually  de¬ 
clined.

Dear  Brother,— With  much  pleasttrt  1  have 
just  perused  uu  article  in  the  Chinese  Rqtosilory, 
on  the  subject  of  Christian  colonies  in  tits  Indian 
Archipelago.  This  subject  has  long  occupied  a 
large  |tlace  in  my  heart.  I ’rejoice  lint  it  has 
jteen  presented  to  the  Christian  public  in  your 
interesting  ami  widely  circulated  paper.  In 
gaining  this  |iosition,  this  newly  jirnjecud  enter¬ 
prise  has  come  in  possession  of  a  level  whose 
power  will  be  felt  throughout  the  earth.  1  look 
upon  it  a*  a  cheering  evidence,  that  however 
chimerical  the  plan  may  be  regarded  by  the 
world, and  by  thousands  in  the  church,  the  pe¬ 
riod  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  excite  the 
thanksgivings  of  Zion,  and  the  hallelitj  tits  ol 
heaven.  With  all  the  heart  that  J  feel  disposed 
to  give  this  cause,  1  am  sensible  that  1  can  render 
hut  little  nit!  ;  l-.nt  such  power  as  1  have,  I  woulf 
most  freely  give.  I  propose,  therefore,  in  the 
following  communication,  to  show  the  practica¬ 
bility  and  exjtediency  of  establishing  Christian 
colonies,  or  (as  they  may  better  be  termed,) 
communities,  in  other  jtarts  of  the  heathen 
world  besides  those  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
English.  It  may  seem  unnecessary  to  make 
such  on  effort  at  this  at  this  early  period,  inas¬ 
much  ns  there  are  more  favorable  sites  lor  such 
communities  within  tlie  jtossessions  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  than  it  is  |trohable  will  lie  nccu|iietl.  But  if 
it  Ite  necessary  10  present  the  whole  world  to  the 
church  as  a  field  which  ought  immediately  to' 
be  supplied  with  laborers,  then  surely  it  will  not 
l>e  inexpedient  to  show  how  large  the  field  is 
which  may  he  possessed  by  Christian  colonies. 

1  mistake  not.  nnd  apjveal  lor  such  colonies 
HI  be  weighty  just  ill  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  pojtulalion  over  whom  it  can  be  made  to  ajt- 
:ar  they  may  exert  an  evangelizing  influence. 
To  sustain  tlie  pro|»osition  that  it  is  practicable 
establish  Christian  colonies  ill  the  midst  of! 
ivertnnents  which  are  purely  heathen,  I  would 
mark : 

1.  The  obstacles  in  the  way  of  their  estahlish- 
ent  cannot  he  inucii  greater  than  those  with 
which  the  Christian  missionary  is  called  to  con¬ 
tend.  Christian  colonists,  having  the  same  grand 
object  in  view  ns  Christian  missionaries,  would 
he  prejKtreed  to  make  no  less  sacrifices  in  its  purr 
The  one  would  deem  it  no  more  necessary 
re  their  pleasant  habitations,  anti  leisure  anil 
quietude,  aud  esta.es  for  children,  than  the  other. 
Certainly  none  ought  to  he  allowed  to  enhsl 
colonists,  who  are  not  ready  to  facet! 
the  world,  the  terrors  of  heathenism  and  death 
as  !  i'sell,  from  love  to  the  Redeemer  anil  his  cause. 

II  Christian  missionaries  can  enter  heathen  cit¬ 
ies  jn  companies,  aud  pursue  their  object,  as  it 
is  well  known  they  can,  why  may  not  coinjia- 
nies  of  Christian  laymen  do  likewise?  The  lat¬ 
ter  surely  would  not  be  more  liable  to  excite  the 
jealousies  of  heathen  governments  titan  the  for¬ 
mer.  So  far  from  this,  they’  would  generally 
meet  with  a  more  cordial  reception,  nut!  secure 
n  firmer  confidence  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.

It  was  the  solemn  injunction  of  the  Savior  of  the 
world,  ns  the  chariot  was  waiting  to  hear  him 
heaven,  that  his  disciples  should  forthwith  “  j_ 
and  disciple  nil  nations, "  assuring  them  that  till 
power  was  committed  to  his  hands,  and  that  he 
would  lie  with  them  to  the  etui  of  the  world. 
To  what,  therefore,  must  we  attribute  the  singu¬ 
lar  inactivity  of  the  church  since  the  days  ol  the 
primitive  Christians,  if  not  10  criminal  negli¬ 
gence,  or  the  most  shameful  cowardice?  Cer¬ 
tainly  they  have  always  had  facilities  of 'inter¬ 
course  nnd  settlement  among  the  heathen  full 
equal  to  the  men  of  the  world.  If  the  spirit  of 
Chris-.ian  benevolence  has  any  attractive  and 
conciliating  power— if  there  he  any  virtue  in  the 
promises  of  the  Almighty — if  any  faithfulness  in 
tlie  King  ol  kings,  wo  ought  not  to  tloubt  that 
Christians,  in  the  name  of  their  Master,  tnny  go 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth  with  far  belter  pros¬ 
pects  of  success  than  mere  worldlings.  Jf  the 
one  class  hud  been  as  desirous  to  win  lost  souls 
to  heaven,  as  the  other  to  gain  wealth  and  lame,  I 
how  glorious  would  have  been  the  result — how 
enlightened,  long  ere  this,  would  have  been  all 
the  dark  places  of  the  earth!
